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FORE  WORD. 


Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Report  our  Hospital  has 
sustained  two  severe  losses,  by  the  retirement  of  our  Matron  Miss 
Slater  on  May  31st,  and  the  sudden  illness  and  death  of  our  Hon. 
Treasurer  Mr.  Walter  Collett  Smith  a  few  weeks  later. 

Miss  Slater  had  been  Matron  of  the  Hospital  since  its 
inauguration  in  1912,  and  for  some  years  previously  she  had  been 
associated  with  one  of  our  “  parent  institutions,”  the  Medical 
Provident  Home  at  Buckhurst  Hill.  Throughout  this  long  period, 
with  the  exception  of  4^-  years’  distinguished  War  Service  with  the 
R.A.M.C.,  she  devoted  her  life  and  energies  to  the  welfare  of  our 
Hospital,  and  endeared  herself  not  only  to  the  whole  Staff,  but  to  every 
patient  who  passed  through  her  hands.  On  her  retirement  a 
testimonial  was  presented  from  the  Committee  and  friends  consisting  of 
a  cheque  and  album  with  the  names  of  the  donors.  The  Medical  Staff 
and  Nursing  Staff  made  separate  presentations.  It  is  hoped  that  she 
will  have  health  and  strength  for  many  years  to  come  to  enjoy  the 
leisure  she  has  so  richly  earned. 

Our  new  Matron,  Miss  Wade,  came  to  us  with  a  very  strong 
recommendation  from  Guy’s,  where  for  3  years  she  had  been 
Housekeeping  Sister  ;  previously  she  had  been  Matron  of  a  hospital  at 
Liverpool. 

During  the  few  months  that  she  has  been  with  us  her  wide 
experience,  her  organising  capacity  and  her  sympathetic  administration 
have  fully  justified  the  members  of  the  Committee  in  their  choice. 

The  loss  of  our  Hon.  Treasurer  was  the  heaviest  blow  that  our 
Hospital  has  sustained  for  many  years.  Since  June,  1926,  when  he 
took  over  theTreasurership,  Mr.  W.  Collett  Smith  devoted  practically 
the  whole  of  his  life  to  its  service.  For  the  last  two  years  he  had  been 
in  precarious  health  and  had  been  forced  on  medical  advice  to  give  up 
many  of  his  former  public  activities,  but  he  never  spared 
himself  in  his  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital  he  loved  so  well, 
and  undoubtedly  his  last  illness  was  accelerated  by  his  anxieties 
and  exertions  on  its  behalf  when  he  was  already  a  sick  man. 

Although  nominally  our  Hon.  Treasurer  he  was  in  reality  far 
more  than  that.  In  his  daily  attendances  at  the  office  and  his  personal 
attention  to  every  detail  of  the  administration  he  was  really  carrying 
on  his  shoulders  similar  duties  to  that  of  a  General  Manager  in  a  large 
business. 

Few  retired  business  men  can  ever  have  allowed  themselves 
less  leisure,  and  his  wonderful  record  of  self-sacrifice  and  devotion  to 
the  service  of  others  will  long  be  remembered. 

His  death  after  little  more  than  a  week’s  absence  brought  much 
of  our  administrative  work  almost  to  a  standstill,  and  it  became  of 
paramount  importance  to  find  a  successor  able  and  willing  to  carry  on 
the  onerous  task  without  delay.

We  were  more  than  fortunate  that  when  Mr.  L.  B.  Woodcock  was 
approached  he  agreed  to  serve,  and  within  a  few  weeks  had  mastered 
the  office  routine  and  had  been  installed  by  the  unanimous  wish  of  the 
General  Committee  as  the  new  Hon.  Treasurer. 

Just  before  his  death  Mr.  W.  Collett  Smith  was  actively  engaged 
in  framing  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Nurses’  Wing.  When 
the  ward  accommodation  of  the  Hospital  was  enlarged  in  1930  to  a 
total  complement  of  40  beds  it  was  realised  that  the  size  was  somewhat 
in  excess  of  the  immediate  needs  of  the  district,  and  the  Hospital 
Staff  was  not  at  that  time  increased  in  proportion.  In  the  course  of 
the  last  4  years,  however,  the  population  of  the  neighbourhood  has 
increased  considerably  and  during  the  Spring  of  1934  the  larger 
number  of  patients  necessitated  an  increase  in  the  Nursing  Staff.  The 
extra  nurses  have  been  found  accommodation  outside,  a  most  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  uneconomical  arrangement,  and  the  old  nurses’  wing  is 
also  much  over-crowded  and  falls  far  short  of  the  recognised  standard 
demanded  in  modern  hospitals. 

The  Quarterly  Committee  in  July  decided  to  take  immediate 
action  and  the  scheme  which  had  been  outlined  by  Mr.  Collett 
Smith  was  put  forward  and  adopted,  and  has  received  the  full 
approval  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  buildings  will  be  fully  completed  and 
ready  for  occupation  in  March,  1935. 

This  addition  to  the  Hospital  will  bring  the  accommodation  of 
the  Nursing  Staff  in  line  with  the  ward  accommodation  and  enable  us 
to  deal  adequately  and  efficiently  with  the  full  number  of  patients. 
The  cost  is  £2,200  and  it  was  decided  to  raise  this  fund  by  a  general 
appeal,  and  to  associate  the  work  with  the  name  of  our  late  Hon. 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Collett  Smith. 

It  is  fully  realised  that  an  appeal  by  post  often  fails  to  meet  with 
the  attention  it  deserves,  and  all  our  friends  and  supporters  are 
earnestly  asked  to  use  their  powers  of  personal  persuasion  to  make  our 
needs  known  as  widely  as  possible  in  the  district. 

All  our  previous  appeals  for  funds  for  extending  the  Hospital 
have  met  with  a  generous  response,  and  we  hope  with  considerable 
confidence  that  we  shall  be  supported  in  this  new  effort  as  in  the  past. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  necessary  to  point  out  that  however  well 
we  are  supported  in  our  special  appeals,  the  ordinary  maintenance 
charges  tend  to  increase  rather  than  diminish.  As  shown  in  the 
chart  on  page  32,  there  is  always  a  “  gap  ”  between  maintenance 
expenditure  and  payments  received  from  patients,  amounting  at  present 
to  about  £2,500  per  annum  which  must  be  found  before  we  can  balance 
our  books.  The  raising  of  this  sum  must  depend  mainly  on  our  list  of 
annual  subscribers  which,  as  our  President  pointed  out  at  the  last 
Annual  Meeting,  is  lamentably  small.  When  we  consider  the  large 
and  populous  area  which  benefits  from  the  existence  of  our  Hospital 
can  we  rest  contented  with  the  fact  that  only  some  400  of  our 
neighbours  are  annual  subscribers,  representing  under  2  per  cent, 
of  the  population  ?  May  we  rely  on  all  who  have  the  interest  of  our 
Hospital  at  heart  to  raise  this  figure  to  a  percentage  more  in 
accordance  with  the  circumstances  of  most  of  our  inhabitants  ?  b.f.ii. 
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GENERAL  REPORT, 

1934. 


The  following  Report  is  presented  by  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1934. 


The  total  number  of  Patients  during  the  period  was  952 
distributed  as  follows: — Buckhurst  Hill  235,  Loughton  235,  High 
Beech  5,  Chingford  284,  Chigwell  and  Chigwell  Row  21 ,  Abridge  and 
Lambourne  2,  and  170  outside  the  area. 

The  general  wards  accommodated  466  cases,  and  the  private 
and  semi-private  wards  237.  Of  these  cases  619  were  surgical  and 
84  medical. 

249  non-resident  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital 
without  occupying  a  bed. 

There  were  205  accident  cases  (of  which  75  came  from  outside 
the  area)  and  there  were  451  operations. 


450  cases  received  X‘RaY  and  electrical  or  massage  treatment 
of  which  92  were  In-patients  and  358  non-resident. 

We  have  to  report  two  welcome  additions  to  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  in  Drs.  Hayes  and  Walker,  their  appointment  being  some  small 
recognition  of  the  assistance  they  have  afforded  in  the  past. 

Dr.  Alfred  Piney  has  also  recently  been  appointed  Hon. 
Consulting  Physician. 

On  the  nursing  side  we  wish  to  draw  special  attention  to  Sister 
Lanham  and  all  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  whose  splendid 
co-operation  during  a  particularly  busy  period  enabled  the  change  of 
Matrons  to  be  effected  without  a  hitch.

The  fourth  year  of  the  “  Help  Yourself  ”  sub-committee  has  been 
exceptionally  successful.  Thanks  to  the  splendid  efforts  of  Mr.  S.  A. 
Bennett  (Chairman),  Mrs.  G.  V.  Cross  (Hon.  Organising  Sec.)  and 
their  helpers,  the  excellent  sum  of  £222  has  been  received. 

The  Directors  of  the  Buckhurst  Hill  Trust,  Ltd.  (Buckhurst  Hill 
Hall),  have  paid  a  dividend  of  4  per  cent,  on  the  year  and  the  Hospital 
has  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £30  7s.  6d. 

The  need  for  Letters  for  Convalescent  Homes  is  very  urgent. 
Many  patients  require  a  change  of  air  on  being  discharged  from 
hospital  and  are  unable  to  obtain  it  except  through  the  good  offices  of 
Members  of  the  Committee  and  others.  It  would  be  an  enormous 
boon  if  all  Subscribers  to  such  Homes  who  have  Letters  available 
would  very  kindly  send  them  to  the  Matron. 

Some  Letters  for  Convalescent  Homes  have  been  received  but 
our  need  for  them  steadily  increases,  and  far  more  could  be  utilised 
than  we  can  obtain  at  present.  Any  friends  who  can  help  us  to  obtain 
these  would  be  conferring  a  great  benefit  on  many  of  the  more  needy 
patients  who  urgently  require  a  change  of  surroundings  after  treatment, 
but  who  cannot  afford  a  holiday. 

In  concluding  their  Report  for  1934  the  Committee  wish  to  draw 
special  attention  to  the  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Nurses’ 
Wing  which  has  already  been  outlined  in  the  Foreword  on  page  4. 

The  appeal  sent  out  in  the  autumn  has  been  most  generously 
responded  to  by  a  number  of  friends  and  the  amount  raised  as  a  result 
of  that  appeal  is  at  present  £1,641  Os.  7d..  A  list  of  Donations  will  be 
found  on  page  18,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  actual  number  who 
have  subscribed  is  not  very  large.  It  is  naturally  important  to  clear 
off  the  Balance  required  of  £558  19s.  5d.,  as  soon  as  possible  so  that 
the  new  wing  may  be  occupied  free  from  debt.  This  can  best  be  done 
by  subscribers  actively  interesting  their  friends  and  neighbours  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Hospital  and  so  spreading  the  responsibility  of  raising 
this  Fund  amongst  a  far  larger  proportion  of  the  local  population  which 
benefits  by  its  maintenance.

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FURTHER  METHODS  BY  WHICH  TO 
HELP  THE  FOREST  HOSPITAL. 


Charitable  gifts  are  subject  to  Income  Tax,  but  if  made  under  the 
special  arrangements  the  Hospital  can  reclaim. 

(t)  “Endowment  Subscriptions.”  By  payment  to  the  Hospital 
of  a  capital  sum  in  lieu  of  annual  subscription.  This  has  the 
advantage  of  saving  Income  Tax  on  annual  income  and  the 
amount  so  saved  can  be  used  to  give  a  further  help  to  charity — 
also  the  income  can  be  acknowledged  by  the  Hospital  as  the 
donors  annual  subscription  during  life,  and  afterwards  the  capital 
sum  applied  to  Hospital  maintenance. 

(2)  “  Limited  Subscriptions. By  promising  to  pay  a  fixed  sum 
yearly  for  seven  years  or  for  life,  whichever  is  the  shorter.  The 
Hospital  can  claim  the  return  of  Income  Tax  on  such  subscriptions. 
Special  forms  for  this  purpose  can  be  sent  to  subscribers  on 
application  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer. 

(3)  “  Trust  Donations.”  Another  way  is  to  create  a  “  Trust  Fund  ” 
by  putting  a  capital  sum  into  trust  for  charity.  The  interest 
thereon  is  under  the  control  of  the  donor,  which  he  gives  to  charity, 
and  the  capital  can  be  willed  to  such  charities  as  the  donor  may 
wish.  By  this  plan  the  donor  can  take  an  interest  year  by  year  in 
its  disposal,  and  at  the  same  time  increase  the  amount  subscribed 
by  adding  the  saving  of  Income  Tax.  In  addition  to  the 
increased  subscription  made  possible  by  the  saving  of  Income 
Tax,  where  the  donor  is  a  Sur-Tax  Payer  the  subscription  can  again 
be  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  Sur-Tax  thereon.  Death 
duties  are  not  chargeable. 

The  advantage  to  the  donor  is  that  he  legitimately  escapes  a 
portion  of  Income  Tax  by  parting  with  sufficient  capital  to  produce 
his  annual  subscription,  and  to  the  charity  which  accepts  the  capital 
and  gains  a  perpetual  endowment.  The  Hospital  is  free  from  Income 
Tax,  and  recovers  it  if  deducted  before  receipt  of  income. 

(4)  “Bequests.”  The  correct  form  for  inclusion  as  a  clause  in  a 
will  or  as  a  codicil  can  be  supplied  on  application. 
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
